CAPITAL  PUNISHMENT. 

To  the  Editor  of  the  Tribune  : 

Judge  Edmonds  remarked,  while  sentencing 
Charles  Thomas  to  death,  that  it  was  the  fifth  casa 
ol  murder  that  had  come  before  him  within  a  few 
weeks,  and  few  persons  can  have  failed  to  observe 
that  the  crime  of  murder  is  rapidly  and  fearfully 
increasing.  From  nearly  all  parts  of  the  countr'/ 
accounts  of  horrible  murdeis  are  pouring  in  upon 
us,  and  the  frightful  number  is  only  exceeded  by 
the  aiiocity  of  their  character.  It  Utrue,  that  among 
the  mass  ol  our  busy  po()ulation  these  things  sooa 
fade  from  their  remembrance,  but  there  are  those 
who  look  on  with  concern  and  dismay,  anxiously 
inipiiring  w  hether  there  is  any  remedy  for  this  state 
ol  things.  We  believe  ihat  the  greatest  check  that 
could  be  devised,  for  the  increasing  number  of  mur¬ 
ders,  woubl  be  the  Abolition  of  Capital  Punishment. 
We  argue  ibis  Irom  reason  as  well  as  experience. 
It  Ol  while  every  week  we  see  some  plainly  guilty 
murderer  escaping  all  punishment,  undersome  spe^ 
cious  pi  a,  evidently  from  the  repugnance  of  jurors 
lo  consign  a  fellow  being,  however  guilty,  lo  death, 
it  is  plain  that  the  Law  can  have  but  little  eirect  iu 
deterring  men  Irom  this  crime.  This  is  so  evident, 
and  is  beomirig  so  generally  admitted,  that  we 
need  not  enlarge  Ufion  it.  Now  let  us  look  for  a 
moment  al  what  History  and  Exiierienee  teach.— 
Without  alluding  to  the  striking  cases  of  Tuscany, 
Helgium  and  Russia,  let  us  look  at  home.  But 
few  it  any  murders  have  been  perpetrated  in  Maine 
and  Vermont  since  those  States  practically  abol¬ 
ished  Capital  I’uishtiient ;  and  we  believe  that  not 
one  has  occurred  in  Michigan,  where  the  Death 
Penalty  is  absolutely  and  entirely  abolished  for 
Murder.  These  facts  speak  in  loud  tones,  and  it 
becomes  every  good  ciiize  i  to  hear  and  heed  them.

This,  they  would  not  grant.  I  then  asked  them  to  present 
their  charges,  if  they  had  any,  against  my  character,  be¬ 
sides  believing  and  preaching  Universalism.  They  would 
present  none.  They  had  none.  Elder  Ayers  then  pro¬ 
posed  that  an  amendment  to  the  resolution  be  published, 
in  which  it  should  be  said  that  my  moral  and  Christian 
character  is  not  impeached,  otherwise  than  by  believing 
and  preaching  Universalism.  This  also  was  rejected. — 
And  this,  sir,  is  what  I  get  for  all  I  have  done  and  suffer¬ 
ed  for  the  Christians  !  Conference  then  adjourned. — 
The  above  are  /acts  and  comment  is  unnecessary. 

But  the  clerk  of  this  Conference  has  a  Herculean  task 
to  perform.  He  is  ‘  instructed  to  drop  my  name  from 
minutes,’  where  it  is  not  and  never  teas.  Had  they  con¬ 
sented  to  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  Conference, 
they  would  have  seen  that,  instead  of  me,  the  resolution 
itself,  was  entirely  out  of  order.  The  following  resolution 
taken  from  those  minutes,  will  explain  to  them  their 
mistake. 

Resolved,  That  this  Conference  be  composed  of 
churches  and  preachers,  and  that  all  ministers  who  may 
wish  to  become  members  of  this  Conference,  must,  in 
order  to  become  such,  untte  with  some  local  church,  that 
is  a  member  of  Conference,  and  a  membership  in  such 
a  local  church,  shall  constitute  them  members  of  Confer¬ 
ence,  and  the  only  mode  of  their  reception  to  Conference. 

P.  S.  In  justice  to  several  Christian  brethren  who 
witnessed  the  above  inquisitorial  proceedings,  I  will  state 
that  they  were  honorable  exceptions,  and  Elder  Somes  in 
particular.

and  that  if  vve  were  to  publi.sh  one  half  the  comments  that 
Univcrsalists  have  given  thereon  it  would  occupy  our  en¬ 
tire  columns  for  months.  We  will  therefore  only  offer 
some  general  rem!irk.s,nud  give  a  tew  e.xpinnation.s,  which, 
if  duly  reganled,  will  serve  as  a  key  by  which  to  explain 
the  whole  and  all  other  similar  passages.

New  Testament,  being  reiideretl  hell,  ten  tint's,  and 
grave.  Once,  Tartarus  occurs  but  once  ;  (2  i’elcr  ii :  4,) 
or  railier  not  at  all,  liut  a  dcnuniiiiaiive  verb,  embracing 
the  iilen  of  Tartarus  ;  and  is  rendered  ‘  cast  /h.ivit  to  hflV 
Gehenna  occurs  tivilie  times,  ami  is  uiiil'orinly  renilered 
hill.  The  words /im/e.s,  however,  (licb.  s/e 0/)  and  ge- 
lien/ta,  are  of  very  dillereiit  signilicatioiis.  Tliey  no  more 
iiieaii  oue  and  lii;^same  tiling  than  do  the  words 
and  furnace, 

Shtol,  in  Hebrew,  Hades  in  Greek,  signifies  literally 
the  grave,  or  more  properly  the  hidden,  unseen  state  of 
the  dead  indiscriminately,  whether  good,  bad  or  indiffer¬ 
ent — !br,  as  Solomon  says,  ‘  nl!  go  to  oue  place.’  In  tin's 
sense  Jacob  used  it  when  he  said  he  would  go  down  to 
lull  to  his  son  inoiiriiing  :  and  in  this  sense  Job  and  Jere- 
mtali  used  it  when  they  prayed  that  they  might  go  down 
to  hell,  or  tliat  God  would  hide  them  in  hell.  In  this 
sense  it  is  used  too,  when  it  is  said,  ‘  O  hell,  where  is  thy 
victory  ?’  and  '  O,  lull,  I  will  be  thy  destruction.’  In  a 
secondary,  or  figurative  sense,  the  word  was  used  to  sig¬ 
nify  doubt,  daikncss.  sorrow,  afiliution,  guilt,  remorse,  or 
temporal  destruction:  ns  when  David  said,  ‘  The  wicked 
shall  be  turned  into  hell,  and  all  the  nations  that  forget 
God’ — ‘  Great  is  tliy  mercy,  O  Lord  ;  for  thou  hast  deliv¬ 
ered  iny  soul  from  the  lowest  hill’ — ‘  The  pains  of  hell 
gat  hold  upon  me  ;  I  found  trouble  and  sorrow.’  Gr  when 
Jonah  said,  ‘  Out  of  the  belly  of  hell  cried  I,  and  thou 
heardest  my  voice.’  Or  when  Christ  said,  ‘  And  thou, 
Capernaum  wliicli  art  exalted  to  heaven,  shall  lie  brought 
down  to  hell,’  lu  all  these  passages  the  word  slicol,  or 
hades,  occurs. 

But  (Jl  henna,  used  in  the  Greek,  but  of  Hebrew  origin, 
is  of  very  different  signification  from  sheol  ox  hades.  Its 
literal  ineauing  its  eiiiirely  different  in  every  instance, 
ami  its  figurative  mcnniiig  is  griieruily  diilerent, excepting 
in  a  few  iustniices  where  both  words  ore  used  in  their 
figurative  sense,  to  designate  severe  judgments,  or  great 
calamities,  and  hence  nearly  synonymous.  Literally  hades 
signified  a  state — the  state  of  the  dead — and  gehenmt,  a 
2>lace — the  valley  of  Hinnom,  Gehenna,  as  a  place  was 
as  well  known  to  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  as  ore  the 
places  the  Battery,  the  Totnhs,  and  the  Ngvy  Yard,  to 
the  inhabitants  of  New  York  city.
